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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
roof mounted accessory systems: storage compartment, power strip, assist handle, visor, 
sunshade, lighting component, display system, control panel, trim component. In addition, 
applicant is claiming, at least generically to the dxscXosMrt^ potentially patentable species of 
attachment in hook and loop fasteners, dual lock fasteners, bonded stud, adhesives, dual sided 
tape and polymeric bond The species are independent or distinct because none is dependent on 
the other for function or attachment, each can be used separately 

2, Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species of accessory 
system and a single disclosed species of attachment for prosecution on the merits to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 47 
and 83 appear to be generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the election, 
applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 
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3. A telephone call was not made to Mr. Gardner to request an oral election to the above 
restriction requirement, due to the complexity of disclosure and claims and in order to avoid 
misunderstanding concerning the 15 species listed above. A written reply clearly stating the 
elected species and claims readable thereon is believed to be in the best interests of applicant and 
the PTO. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
